The reply filed on 3/25/04 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 
The Applicant responded the restriction requirement by electing to prosecute "the third species (Figures 22E and 22F) and the sixth 
species (Figure 25)". The Applicant further elected "to prosecute claims 1-9, 1 1-21, 23-32 and 35-47, all of which are drawn to 
methods or apparatus which may be described by Figures 22E, 22F and/or 25." Upon reviewing the claims defined by the Applicant 
that reflect Figures 22E, 22F and 25, it appears claims have been included in the election that are not consistent with the figures. 
For example, claim 4, which was included in the election, recites the base is wrapped in a helical manner, yet this not reflected in 
figures 22E and 22F, but rather is associated with the non-elected figure 22B. As a second example, the electrodes in figures 22E and 
22F are the wrapped around the internal and external carotid arteries, yet claim 5, which was included in the election, recites wrapping 
the electrode around the internal carotid artery as shown in non-elected figures 22A, 22B and 22C. As a final example, the electrodes 
of figures 22E and 22F are oriented substantially perpendicularly to the longitudinal axis of the carotid sinus, yet claim 12, which was 
included in the election, comprises electrodes oriented substantially parallel to the longitudinal axis of the cordtid sinus as shown in 
non-elected electrode configuration figure 24. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant 
is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply 
the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
